SINCE the 
discovery of penicillin, 


chemists have been at work: trying to 
produce other germ-killing drugs. 


One of these, a sort of second-cousin 


of penicillin, called tyrothricin, has been 
found unexpectedly useful in the treat- 
ment of scabies, a skin disorder produced 
not by a germ but by a parasite or tmy 
animal which gets onto the skin and then 
burrows into it. 


At the places where these little pest* 


enter the skin, there is a great deal of 
itching. Since scratching an itchy placs 
is the most natural thing in the world, 
there is also a great deal of scratching, 
with the result that the skin is broken, 
germs get in, and a secondary infection 
is set up. This results in the formation 
of pimples and boils. 


As a rule, scabies is not difficult to 


diagnose. AH that is needed is a careful 
inspection of the skin by the doctor. Thera 
are times, the doctor must examine for 
the parasite under a microscope. 


The parasites may be carried from on« 


part of the body to another by the Tianfin 
They may also be carried on wearing ap- 
parel, as well as on bed clothing. Since 
the parasites may be transferred from 
one person to another, usually all member* 
of a family have the disorder at the same 
time. This is especially true when they ail 
use the same toweL 


In adults, the most common location 


of the burrows is between the fingers and 
about the lower abdomen and the groin. 
In children, lesions are more widespread 
on the body, being especially common on 
the face, chest, and abdomen. However, 
sores are never found on any part of the 
body not accessible to the fingers. 


During the war, many person* were 


Infected with scabies and some interesting 
•tudies were carried out. For example, a 
number of healthy persons had ttie scabies 
parasites placed on their bodies. These 
were watched, and it -was noted that 
symptoms, such as itching, did not de- 
velop until about thirty days later. 


Theae persons were ttoen cured at 


their scabies and the experiment WM re- 
peated. Thla time Inflammation and Itch- 
ing occurred within a lew hours. In other 
words, tb**i person* becaine sensitized to 
the scabies so uhat later on, nhen rein- 
feitation occurred, symptom* developed 
almoet at once.
